This vote is asked to 
complete the immigration services for 
the year The sum originally voted 
was $6'., 276. The expenditares for 
severui years have overrun the esti- 
mates. it is» found impossible in 
practice to estimate closely the im- 
migration expenditures from the fact 
that as the flow of immigration in- 
creases the mxpeuses increase propor- 
tionally ; that ie to say the increase in 
exptuses ip one year is dependent up- 
on the success of the operations off:the 
preceding year. Wf the estimate for 
the comieg year is based only on the 
estimate made for the present year 
aod immigration efforts of the past 
year Lave been successful in securing 
an jucreased immigration, waturally 
the estimates for the current year fall 
short. That has occurred im this case 
to s serious dékree.
